Europe to Asia he would regard as im per­ 
illing civ ilization for a div ertissem ent. Un­ 
fortunately , Churchill has nev er been able 
to get aw ay from Asia, which obtrudes it­ 
self more poignantly into the affairs of our 
world each y ear. Undoubtedly Churchill, ' 
as well as Roosev elt, imagined that he had 
settled the course of human history by the 
appeasem ent of Stalin at Yalta. 
Roosev elt is dead, but Churchill knows 
that Yalta settled nothing other than this:

Stalin’s enormous su ccesses estab- j 
lished that neither Roosev elt nor Churchill 
had any concept of the nature of the his­ 
tory of R ussia or of the Marx ist rev olution.

THE WILL TO FIGHT 
WHEN THE NORTH ATLANTIC Treaty 
Organization (NATO) was set up, largely 
at the suggestion of and sponsored by the 
United States, it was based on the assump­ 
tion that the people of Europe saw the nec­ 
essity of defending themselves in case of 
an attack. 
Geographically vulnerable to Russian 
aggressiveness, it was feared the Euro­ 
pean nations would be helpless against 
Russian might, which was being built up 
rapidly. Washington offered to assist in 
building their m i l i t a r y and economic 
strength. 
General Eisenhower took over the job at 
President Truman’s request, but when he 
resigned to become a candidate for Presi­ 
dent only the groundwork of NATO h a d 
been laid. General Ridgway, who succeed­ 
ed General Eisenhower, says little further 
progress has been made, and it will be 
years before Europe will be capable of 
handling its own defense. Thus the pros­ 
pect is that billions will follow billions if 
the job is to be completed. 
There is a lack of enthusiasm in both 
England and France for NATO. London 
and Paris seem to be determined to avoid 
war at any cost. In fact, they seem to be de­ 
termined to avoid the appearance of pre­ 
paring for defense. 
No amount of help from the outside will 
make Europe strong if the people them­ 
selves have lost their national integrity, no 
longer dread Russian aggression or are de­ 
termined to ignore it and assume a defeat­ 
ist attitude generally. 
This is the dilemma in which the United 
States is enmeshed. Statesmanship of rare 
ability is required to solve it. 


Many who look upon life as a bowl of 
cherries may be facing disappointment, 
says a commentator. He intimates the time 
may be coming when they will be com­ 
pelled to pick their own. 


When President Eisenhower sits down to 
J 
discuss China, Korea, Formosa, Malaya 
and Indo-China with Winston Churchill at 
Bermuda, he will face one of the three m en, 
responsible for the turmoil in Asia. T h e 
other two are dead. 
Churchill is a European, philosophically 
and politically. He sees Europe as a broad 
civilization, a syncretism of Jerusalem, 
Athens and Rome, homogeneous in all es­ 
sentials, while varying in some details of 
expression. To one holding such a philo­ 
sophic and historical view, the U n i t e d 
States is no more than an offshoot of Eur- j 
ope. If, therefore, the European civiliza- j 
tion is endangered by an overwhelming 
new civilization—the Marxist Slavic-Sinic 
civilization—Churchill’s view would be that 
no sacrifice can be too great to save West­ 
ern Christendom. 
To one who thinks in such terms, Asia 
is not worth the battle. It is merely a m a r­ 
ket place. The diversion of focus f r o m 
Europe to Asia he would regard as imper­ 
illing civilization for a divertissement. Un­ 
fortunately, Churchill has never been able 
to get away from Asia, which obtrudes it­ 
self more poignantly into the affairs of our 
world each year. Undoubtedly Churchill, 
as well as Roosevelt, imagined that he had 
settled the course of human history by the 
appeasement of Stalin at Yalta. 
Roosevelt is dead, but Churchill knows 
that Yalta settled nothing other than this: 
it gave Stalin the opportunity and freedom 
to engage in an imperialistic venture in 
Asia. Stalin’s enormous successes estab­ 
lished that neither Roosevelt nor Churchill 
had any concept of the nature of the his­ 
tory of Russia or of tile Marxist revolution. 
Stalin never once departed from the Marx* 
ist-Leninist concept of the world revolution 
nor is it to be believed that either Malen­ 
kov or Molotov, whichever prevails, will 
depart from it. 
This concept requires that the e n t i r e 
world, all peoples, all nations be won over 
by whatever means, war, revolution, civil 
war, infiltration, corruption, to an accep­ 
tance of the Marxian philosophy and meth­ 
odology of life. This involves, on the philo­ 
sophic side, the total elimination of Judeo- 
christianity and of Islam and other “su­ 
perstitions; ” on the economic s i d e , it 
means the immediate substitution of Social­ 
ism for capitalism, and the eventual es­ 
tablishment of Communism everywhere. 
The Kremlin would thus become the heart 
of a Marxist world. It would be One 
World. 
From this position the Russians will not 
retreat unless they are defeated. They will 
often give the appearance of retreating in 
order to place themselves in a better posi­ 
tion to achieve their aims. Whenever they 
give the appearance of retreating, "Western 
statesmen, particularly Winston Churchill, 
leap into Russia's cleverly-arranged traps. 
One would imagine that Churchill, having 
been tricked at Teheran and Yalta and at 
other conferences, would become wary.

ville. Little League baseball

was first organized

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Exchange Youth Declares India Learning Fast About u .s 


Shivraj Singh 


Says Friendly 


Feeling Grows 


Visitor Emphasizes 
G reat Strides By 
His G overnm ent 


Shivraj Singh, 20-year old Indian 
farm youth visiting here under an 
international 
goodwill 
exchange 
program, has assured Pickaway 
County residents that the United 
States is better understood in India 
than most Americans realize. 
Referring to the educated mi­ 
nority of India's huge population, 
Singh laughingly said- 
“ We know more about the United 
States than you Americans know 
about India.” 
He explained he based this con­ 
clusion on the questions asked him 
since he arrived in P i c k a w a y 
County May 12 with four other In­ 
dian exchangees. The men have 
been visiting local farm families 
and each will soon move on for a 
stay in other homes in the county. 
• * * 
SINGH, Y O U N G E S T of the 
group, is perhaps best known to 
Circleville residents through his il­ 
lustrated talk at the last meeting 
of the city’s Parent-Teacher Asso­ 
ciation. At that time, he answered 
an unusually large number of ques­ 
tions about India and evidenced an 
enthusiastic desire to explain all 
the features of his native country. 
The other four visitors here also 
have been active in studying Amer­ 
ican ways and describing those of 
India. Many groups have had them 
as guests. 
Singh said he is enjoying very 
much his stay in the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Walters of Circle­ 
ville Route 4. He paused w h i l e 
looking over electrical appliances 
to talk of India and points of com­ 
parison with the United States. 
The “materialistic” phases of 
American life, he said, have giv­ 
en him his foremost impression 
since coming to this country. His 
reference in part was to the 
many and varied forms of mech­ 
anization which Americans come 
to take for granted in their daily 
activities. 
India, he explained, is about 80 
per cent rural and the proportion 
of her uneducated populace is on a 
similar ratio. India in the 1951 cen­ 
sus had a population of 361.8 mil­ 
lion. 
He emphasized the vast strides 
taken by India in the field of edu­ 
cation since the nation became a 
republic a few years ago. Among 
many results of his nation’s edu­ 
cational progress, he mentioned the 
keen interest shown in public elec­ 
tions. 
English is more widely spoken in 
India than most Americans be­ 
lieve, he added. 
• • * 
SINGH HIMSELF 
understands 
English very well, including a sur­ 
prising grasp of the fast-talking 
and not-always-clear Americanese. 
The exchangee youth agreed in­ 
creased familiarity with the lan­ 
guages involved would perhaps be 
one of the longest steps toward bet­ 
ter understanding between nations. 


In this respect, he pointed out, In­ 
dia is making great efforts to com- I 
prehend America and her p r o b ­ 
lems. 
He also agreed that international 
exchange programs can be a vital 
factor in the increase of goodwill. 
Such exchange programs on an in­ 
ternational basis have been operat­ 
ing for many years. As part of the 
same arrangements that brought 
the Indians here, selected Ameri­ 
can farm youths are to visit India. 
Ohio's 
International 
F a r m 
Youth Exchange program is con­ 
ducted by the Ohio Agricultural 
Extension Service, college of ag­ 
riculture, and the National 4-H 
Club Foundation. Several other 
groups also participate. 
Singh said Americans can rest 
assured his native country is 
in­ 
creasingly aware of the fiiendly at­ 
titude of the United States and the 
desire of this nation to help India 
with its own problems. 
He indicated this feeling has long 
been firmly established in the large 
urban areas and is now spreading 
steadily through the rural sections 
of his country. 
• • • 
IN RETURN, he expressed the 
hope that America knows of the 
great progress achieved by the In­ 
dian government over the space of 
only a few years. 
Singh is to deliver a talk at the
